REMARKS 

Claims 48 and 126 are pending in.this application. No claim has been allowed. 

The Office has requested a election to one of the following species under 
35 U.S.C. § 121: gamma interferon, IL-12, or anti-IL-4 antibodies. Applicants hereby elect anti- 
IL-4 antibodies without traverse. Claims 48 and 126 read on the elected species. Applicants 
request that, upon allowance of a generic claim, the remainder of the species be included as 
permitted by 37 C.F.R. § 1.141(a). 

Applicants expressly reserve their right under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to file a divisional 
application directed to the nonelected subject matter during the pendency of this application, or 
an application claiming priority from this application. 

Applicants request examination of the elected subject matter on the merits.
